Arras Wrecked by Huns. 

fhe Bishop of Arras, the fine, 
fatherly shepherd of a flock cruelly 
shorn, spoke with high fervor of the 
warten ruthlessness of the Huns. 
Arras, that once lovely city, is now a 
charred wraith of its former self. There 
is not one habitable building in the 
city, and in his diocese 300 churches 
have been shattered.. Germany must 
not only rebuild, but she must restore. 
She asks for justice. She will get it 
—a just justice. 

The bishop spoke as the gentle fath- 
er of his people. Mgr. Baudrillart, when 
he spoke, was the scholar, fired by an 
ideal of a new France, a France re- 
stored. To accomplish that ideal, 
France held out her hand to America 
to help, appealed not as a suppliant, 
but as a sister. 

France loves our American soldiers, 
he said. He did honor to the memory 
of those who by their dying have made 
some spot forever consecrated to our 
brotherhood with France. As the sol- 
diers fought hand in hand, so, hand in 

* hand, they will build again the France 
of quiet thriftiness and beauty. Not 
only will France be restored with 
Americans and French working side by 
side, he said, but together they will 
fashion a finer, more beautiful new 
world,

Whatever others may think, I think 
that what we have learned recently about 
methods of preventing and curing pneu- 
monia will save us from the four months 
of acute trouble now followed by four 
years of milder trouble. , 
It is argued that the reason ol peo- 
ple are not having their proportion of 
the disease now is that they had it twen- 
ty-eight years ago and are now immune. 
That argument is not so convincing as it 
seemed before we found that men over 
50 were. spared in 1890. My advice is 


this: 


More than half the people have 150 
had the disease. They should be vao- 
cinated against it. The proof that vao- 
cination protects is complete. In 
the nature of things it coulq not be 
otherwise. But several hundred thou- 
sand people have been vaccinated and so 
far as the evidence goes it indicates that 
protection is given. . | 

As to vaccination against pneumonia 
there is evidence of efficiency based on 
experiences running through ‘three win- 
ters. This evidence has been offered by 
Lyster, a man of high standing. Hig re- 
sults have received: credence by authori- 
ties, 

For years the anti-vaccinationists have 
spent great sums of money in training 
people to be suspicious of all forms of 
‘vaccinations. They have educated the 
public to attribute all forms of physical

WHOLLY DIFFERENT. 
M. F. K. writes: Please tell me [1] 
the cause of infant lockjaw? [2] Also if 
there is any cure for it?

1. Lockjaw in an infant is due to infection 
with the lockjaw bacillus. The bacillus en- 
ters the body through the cord in most 
cases. It may infect any wound. 

2. Tetanus is frequently cured by the 
prompt use of antitoxin in full doses. 

3. The two diseases are entirely different. 
One is due to the tetanus bacillus, the other 
to the micro-organism of infantile paralysis. 
One causes muscular spasms, the other causes

Is there a tumor present? Is it growing 
rapidly?

If the answer to all of these ques- 
tions is in the affirmative cancer is probably 
present. If in the negative, the probability 
is against cancer. Radiating pain is a late 
sign. Diagnosis should not wait on this 
symptom. There are other later symptoms.
